Webb of our Vencouver office asking hin to review the matter with 
the Indien Coumissioner and to arrange for « member of his staff 
to investicete conditions at the site end to mbit « report to 
this office covering the project as soon es possible. 


We have now received from Ur. Webb, a Report by Mr. A. 
Unsworth of his staff, deted September lst which is self explanstory, 
together with a sketch plan of the building, and two copies of each 
are tranenitted to you herewith. 


You will note thet Mr. Uneworth recommends teking the 
building completely aprt as the only practicel method of removal, 
ani mecests salvaging and re-using the material in e building of 
standard plen. 


We concur in his recommendation ageinst moving the building 
ase whole or in sections to the Belle Belle Indian Dey School Site, 
and it would appear questionable whether, if the building were demo- 
lished and the materiel salvaged, much of such material could be 
economicglly utilized in « steanderd building. 


Copies of Mr. Unavorth's report heve been forwarded to the 
Indien Commissioner for his informetion. 


The further informetion referred to by Mr. Unaworth has 
not been received in this office. We are writing to Mr. Webb and 
will advise you as soon es we heer further from him on the subject.

Memorandum to Mr. Webb- 


Ret School Building for Bella Bella 
Supplement to Memorendun, September 1.1947. 

As mentioned in Fr evious memorandum the amount 
of care exercised in dismantelling a building will determine 
the amount of good material a vailable. The enclosed sheets 
are an estimate on material available, the estimated cost 
of dismantelling and delivery to school site, and estimated 
value of material at school site. 

The estimated cost of salvage and delivery, 
($1120.00), does not cover the replacement of 520 feet 
of roadway from main road to school grounds in the Indiun 
Villa ge. 

It will be necessary to hire and bring in @ 
2h-ton lumber truck, either from Vancouver or perhaps 
Bella Coole. It is also necessary to hire a scow and 
tow boat, probably from the British Columbia Packers at 
Wamu. These items will be of considerable expense, but 
should be covered by the $1120.00. 

If white men are brought in some costs sould 
be added for fares and subsistence. 

The present school is supplied with electric 
lighting only from the R.W. Lerge Memorial Hospital, 
115 Volt D.C. plant. The capacity of this plant will 
not permit further expansion from this source. It would 
appear that the hospital authorities have in mind the 
installing of a larger A.C. unit but have insufficient 
funds to do so. The hospital supply is the best for 


school use as it is a 24-hour service. The village plant 
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only runa in the evenings during the winter months, 
There is no Justification in running the villace Plant 
through the day, but the continual cloudy weather makes 
it necessary to have the school rooms lighted during 
most of the school term. <A small Plant would be a means 
of supplying power, but would require Some attention 
which may not be possible from the teaching starr, 
Therefore, it would Sppear that some agreement with the 
hospital authorities in respect to new equipment in that 
institution would result in the most satisfactory lighting 
supply for the school, 

It would eppear that the removal of a building 
from Air Base tothe Indian village is not very profitable 
if any purchase price is involved. However, if one 
building is removed it may be considered reasonable to 
remove others to make up sufficient material for @ school, 
Therefore mention is now made of Building 4 which is 
fundamentally @ duplication of Building 5, with partition 
rooms added, and would yield about the same amount of 
material, 

There ie also Building 40, a Prefabricated type, 
which would yleld some 150 whole panels of 4'xo'e"-2" erp 
S-ply, plus mich of the Same material about 2'x91g", These 
panels have been layed with few nails on walls of rooms. 
The siding of building 40 is of tongue and roove material 
1-5/8" thiek, 4%" face, of cedar equivalent to No, 1 common

This material ts toe-nailed very lightly from the inside

The salvage from this siding would be high 
with comparably little labour. The roof and floor of 
this building are of no salvage valus, except the floor 
joists of 2" x 8". Further data have been colle cted and 
can be submitted if of interest. The size of building is 


about 24' x 120', and has five water closets, 10 wash 


basins, and 2 o11 furnaces with circulating fans, all in 


good condition.

MEMORANDUM 


Re: War Assets Building for

With reference to our memorandum of October 14th last, in 
connection with the above, we have since received from Mr. C.E. Webb, 
Dominion Water & Power Buresu, 744 Hastings Street West, Pacific Bui lding, 
Vancouver, ® supplementary memorandum with ea detailed estimate of salvage 
costs of Noe 5 building, prepared by Mr. A. Unsworth of his steff. The 
memorandum is self explanatory and duplicate copies are transmitted herewith 
for the informetion of the Indien Affairs Branch. 


You will note from previous correspondence that the building referred 
to is located at the Denny Island, R.C.A.F. Sea Plane Base at Bella Belle ami 
that we were advised thet Indien Affairs had arranged to purchase aml remove it 
across an inlet to the site of the present Indien Day School for us as additional 
class rooms and teacherages. 


Mr. Unavorth estimates the present salvace value of the material in 
the building as it stands, at about $1400.00 ami the cost of dismantling the 
building and removing the materials to the new site by indian labour at $1120.00 


If, however, white men have to be employed to eperate a lumber truck, 
scow and tow beet which it would be necessary te hire, additional costs would 
be involved that would probably make the cost of salvaging at least equal to the 
value of similar new materiel. 


As previously stated, it is dombtful whether any large proportion of 
salvaged material could be utilized to advantage in the construction of a new 
stemiard building. Also the degree of care exercised in dismantling the building 
and the condition of the salvaged materiel ere factors which would of course 
affect its value. The question of the precurability of new materisle and the 
suitability of that salvaged, are matters upon which we cannot advise at this 
distance. 


It would appear from Mr. Unsworth's list, thet the material most likely 
to be worthwhile salveging short of dismantling the whole building » are the 
window sash eni doors, plumbing fixtures ani some piping, heating equipment and 
electrical lighting fixtures and wiring. The estimated cost of removal at 
delivery of the above named materials, including the amount for contingencies 
are given at about $191.00 and its value at the schoo] site at $475.00. 


Copies of Mr. Unsworth's memorandum were forwarded to Indian Commissioner 
MacKay of Vancouver by Mr. Webb at an earlier date.

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With reference to the pre-fabricated building No. 40 mentioned 
by Mr. Unsworth, Mr. Webb states that - “If of loxtave construction it 
might be knocked down and reconstructed as teachers residence or as a two 
roam school. Actually in a 120 ft. loxtave building there are just enough 
windows to provide for two 42 ft. by 24 ft. cless rooms and with wastage 
there would not be enough meterial to also build a two teacher residence. 
It would, however, be possible to build « combined one roan school and 
two teacher residence. However, before making a recommendation in this 
connection I would require te discuss it further with Mr. Un worth,who 
has seen the building in question".

Before leav- 
ing she should forward her quarterly return of attendance for 
the current quarter and also see that #11 school material is 
put under lock. 


If, at a future date, there are sufficient child- 
ren that would attend regularly the question of re-opening 
this school will then be considered.

With the desire of the Department to raise the standard of 
teaching and leadership in Indian Day Schools, we are in entire 
agreement. ‘he fact is that we could fill all of our Indian 
Schools with University graduates, who have tsken special train- 
ing along modern educational lines in recent years, if they were 
suddenly to become vacant. You have had a long term as teacher, 
and apart from the short course which you received at the Summer 
Normal School last year, have not been in touch recently with 
the technique of modern pedagogy, as it is now teught in our 
professional schools. I think, therefore, that it will not be 
regarded as unfair by anyone if we ask you to accept this as an 
intimation that at the end of June 1934 we intend to appoint a 
younger and more modernly trained teacher to our day school at 
Bella Coola.

Following our conversation the other day and “~~~ 
my reference to your communication of Aucust 12th, in regard to the 
serious decrease in the salary allowed to Miss Ruth E. Young, the 
teacher of the Bella Coola Indim Day School, I would like to put 
something on file in regerd to the matter. 


When Mrs. Snodgrass retired, it was the wish 
of the Inspector and of our Superintendent in British Columbia that 
we should appoint o married teccler at that point. The school is 
large and very difficult to control, due to the fact that there is 
a white village in such close proximity. The teacherage, however, 
was in poor shape and devoid of furniture, 4s Mrs. Snodgrass hed 
supplied her own furnishings. Miss Young understood in going there 
that the question of appointing a married teacher was under consid- 
eration. I presume that in setting her salary the Department files 
were not consulted and that she was regarded as a new 4 ppointee, al- 
though she had previously served the Department for years. 


I am not objecting so wuch to the rate of 

$900.00 which has been set for Miss Young for this current year 4s 

to the fact that the salary rating having been lowered, it w 1l be 
difficult, if not impossible, to get it rai sed again when the teacher- 
age has been repaired and furnished and a4 suit ble married man is 
available. Miss Young is not using the teacherage but is living in 
the white village. It might be advisable to get a report from the 
Indian Agent as to whet it would cost to put the teacherage in shape.

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EXTRACTS from Inspector Barry's Report regarding 
his inspection of the BELLA COOLA INDIAN DAY SCHOOL on 
June 2nd, 1937.

Name of teacher: Miss Ruth 2. Young. 


This teacher is old-fashioned in her teaching of 
Reading. As mentioned in my last report on this school, 
She attempts to teach the beginners by a Phonic Method 
accompanied by pictures which she leaves on the blackboard. 
she thinks that this is the modern Look and Say Method, 
which it is not. As mentioned last year, this foolish 
method of teaching Indian children has led to a very slow 
"Word for Word" type of Reading now spreading up the school 
as far as Grade 3. 


Though Miss Young is so certain that She is right 
and that I am wrong, she is not carrying out any modern type 
of education here that I could discover. Miss Young has 
purchased the new B. C. Programme of Studies and States that 
she is following it in part AS THE INDIAN AFFAIRS BRANCH HAS 
INSTRUCTED HER TO DO ON THE BACK OF HER REGISTER. She 
intends to ignore my own instruction that this course must 
only be used as an aid to teachers owing to the fact that 
in great part it is quite unsuited to our Indian children 
and their needs. 


Much time was given during the previous inspection 
to outlining limits for the various Grades and Sub Grades and 
in the teaching of short Demonstration or Type Lessons. 

This time as well as additional time during the present 

visit to the school appears to have been wasted. For various 
reasons touched on later, Miss Ruth Young tells me she has no 
intention of following my instructions or Suggestions, except 
where she wishes to do so. She states that she has had 
greater experience of Indians than I have had, having been 
born and brought up amongst them. 


I may say that I was much disturbed by the very 
Strong and hostile statements made by this teacher, as last 
year she appeared to be very anxious to learn. 


The reason for her refusal to follow my suggestions, 
and 1 may say that those made last year HAVE NOT BEEN FOLLOWED 
in any great part, is as follows:- 


The last Indian Agent, here, Mr. Fougner, while 
waiting to hand over the Agency to the present Agent, Mr. 
Gillett, received a copy of my report on the inspection of 
April 24th, 1936. This report was sent to him from the 
Assistant Indian Commissioner in Victoria in the usual way. 
For some undetermined reason, Mr. Fougner permitted Miss 
Young to have access to and in fact to read my report on the 
school.

There are no teaching posters such as I asked should be 
made on display. There is little if any of the children's work on 
display. I regret to Say that my efforts to help this teacher have 
not succeeded.

The school is clean and well ventilated. 


The teacher was very impertinent in general. Vhile 

© consider me useless as an Inspector and teacher if she 
wishes to do this, I do not consider that she is within her rights 
in speaking to an official of any Government Department in the way 
she did. 


I was so much upset that I asked the Indian Agent to come 
back into the schoolroom and listen to the definite statements of 
Miss Young so that there should be no error on my part in recording 


Miss Young asked if there was no way she could have an 
inspection of the school made, and I 

as I knew there was not 
School Inspector in B,. 

The teacher stated that she would make an effort to have 
Someone see my report, probably the Member of Parliament for her own 
constituency, as the Provincial School Inspectors who had seen her 
work gave her good reports. I may say that so far | have not 
investigated this matter. 


The teacher was most insubordinate. 


I have done my very best for her, but I am afraid that 
fact that she considered my last report on this school adverse, 
though it was not intended to be such in general, has made it 
impossible for me to do anything more for Miss Ruth Young.

Wr. T.R.Kelly is the only Indian we have 
on the teaching staff of the Indian Schools in this Province 
at the present time. 


He was moved from Kitselas Indian Day School, 
Skeena River Agency, to Bella Coola, in September 1237. This 
transfer was made as he much Gesired a wider field of action 
than he could possibly have at Kitselas., His total experience 
has been a little over one and one half years. 


When he called at my office in Vancouver at 
Christmas time he gave me no warning whatever of a desire to 
resign, 

While I am mich displeased, as I know that 
Dr. Osterhout will also be, at this young man's curt letter 
of resignation following the hours of work given to aiding him 
in his professional work, I would recommend that such resignation 
be accepted by the Department as from Friday afternoon, April] 15th 
and that he be paid up to and including that day only. 


I could not recommend the Deartment to accept 
a substitute provided by Mr. Kelly, whether such a substitute 
hold a B.C.Certificate or not. I particularly do not wish to 
have a local Bella Coola girl placed in charge of the school, 
where we had so much trouble during my inspection last year. 


I would recommend that The Rev, §.S5.Osterhout,D.D, 
411 Dominion Bank Building, Vancouver, B.C, be supplied with a 
copy of this file of correspondence, and that he be asked to 
nominate through you and his own church authorities in Toronto 
@ United Church certificated teacher to take charge of the 
Bella Coola Indian Day School till June 30th 1938, 


I happen to know that Dr. Osterhout has on his 
list of candidates a well qualified and experienced male teacher, 
a member of the United Church with Provincial School experience, 

ho would be just the person for Bella Coola in this emergency. 
I spoke to Dr. Osterhout about this candidate when last in

Following the receipt by telephone or otherwise

I BEG TO NOMINATE MR. CECIL E. MCLAUGHLIN ELEVEN 
THIRTY EIGHT BURNABY STREET VANCOUVER FOR THE BALANCE 

F THE SCHOOL YEAR. APRIL SALARY PAYMENTS TO TEACHERS 
TO BE ADJUSTED BY YOUR DEPARTMENT." 


Mr. Cecil E. McLaughlin was trained at the Victoria 
Normal School 1932-33, and holds a Permanent First-Class 
Certificate in British Columbia. He is 32 years of age, a 
member of the United Church, and has had about 4 years 
experience in Provincial rural schools.

Day schools at Bella Coola, Klemtu, Bella Bella (2 division 
and the empty schoolhouse at Kitamaat were all carefully 
inspected. Attendance is not satisfactory at all; Klemtu 
and Bella Coola have most unsuitable persons as teachers; 
and the closing of the iatter sehool has been recommended. 
I am afraid that the School at Bells Bella will suffer a 
serious attendance lapse. War services take men and women 
in a wholesale manner from the vill: ges winter as well as 
summer, and if the ~ar goes on muoh longer, the entire 
social economy of these Indians will require smuretumaserious 
review. In the old days there were at least six months in 
which the parents would be home; today in some villages, they 
are home for two weeks at Kmas or for a wedding or funeral; 
and children by the score are not attending school at all. 
It 1s very moot point in my opinion, as to whether home 
life in Indian villages will ever return to its former 
status, and I forsee the possibility of "ghost Villages" 
not long hence. Just where Councils will fit in to the 
picture of the future is a baffling problem, and future 
objectives along these lines will need careful study.

I note that Agent Anfield has secured a furnished 
cottage, which he considers suitable for a teacher's 
residence. We are prepared to pay rental for this 
building at the rate of $10.00 a month, effective 
from September 1, 1945. 


We have already promised to allow Miss 
Wright a salary of #105.00 a month and consequently 
I feel that we should not make the suggested deduction 
of $5.00 a month from her salary. 


Evidently two teachers are required, and if 
a second teacher can be secured we will allow her #100.00 
a teaching month.

Mr. Inspector Barry, in a report on his recent in- 
spection of the Bella Coola indian Day School, recommends that, 
in order to accommodate the increasing number of children at 
this school, the partition between the actual schoolroom and 
hall be removed. He states that this would not cost much 

and would provide space for the number of children expected in 
September. He states that, if this is done, and a number of 
extra desks supplied, it would not be necessary to conduct 

the school on the half-day system, as there would be ample 
accommodation for all the children. 


I have to request that you will furnish an estimate 
of the cost of having the partition removed and the enlarged 
classroom placed in good condition. Your early reply is 
requested, in order that, if the work is authorized, it can 
be carried out during the coming summer holidays. 


The Inspector has given the number and sizes of the 
extra desks that would be required if the classroom is en- 
larged, and we would be prepared to supply same.

It is proposed to commence fencing the grounds and make 
other improvements and continue the work in another fiscal 
year when funds may be available to complete the scheme in 
mind. Mr. Anfield does not state what the total cost of the 
project will be. 


In this connection, I would advise that unless the 
Department particularly wishes to commence the work this 
I would suggest that the matter of these improvements be 
left until the new addition to the school to provide for a 
teacher's quarters and another classroom has been approved. 
Provision was made for this construction in the program of 
worthwhile works to ve undertaken immediately following the 
close of the war and I should think that the improvements 
Mr. Anfield has in mind could best be made at that time, 


There is no regular teacher at Bella Coola at present. 
It will be recalled that the Department approved the temporary 
employment of the local United Church missionary as teacher 
for this school until such time as the services of a properly 
qualified teacher could be secured.

When arrangements were made for the opening of a second 
classroom at Bella Coole, the matter of toilet facilities 
was seemingly entirely overlooked. 


The bmilding is some considerable distance from the school 
(the new one) and some Sanitary arrangements will have to be 
made for the convenience of the pupils. I would segest that 
Separate outside toilets be erected a short distance behind the 
school. 


Since no provisions had been made to protect the wood supply 
which is piled up near the schooltinclement weather, I would 
also suggest that a lean-to wood shed be erected at the rear 
of the building. 


Shelves have been erected inside the school for storing 
supplies and doors should be provided to turn these into a 
cupboard.

1t is quite evident that 
some very necessary -epairs will have to be made in connection 
with t flooring in the toilets as I noticed on my last visit 
that the floor boards appeared to be rotten. 


Apperently tne board floor is laid over & part of thé 
basement floor which was not cemented at time of construction 
and evidently dry rot has set in owing to lack of ventilation 
nd also to a leak in one of the pipes. It is very herd to 
estimate closely on the actual cost of these repairs because 
it may be necessary to tear out the two board walls and par- 
tition to enable the wrkuan to get the old floor out and to 
renew same. If the cement floor does not extend through under 
the board floor, I think it would be good economy to cement 
in the whole floor and just sit the toilet bowls on the cement 
and eliminate the board floor entirely. I would estimate the 
total cost at approximately $150.00 including labour and material, 
in addition to material ordered in your letter file 2-11-3, of 
26th November, addressed to Andrew Sheret Ltd.

The Indian Commissioner for British Columbia has 
previously advised against any new Indian school building progran 
at Bella Bella because of the possibility of increasing the 
number of native children admitted to the provincial school. 


Inspector Davey has been carrying on negotiations 
with the Ocean Falls School District, under whose jurisdiction 
the Bella Coola Provincial School comes, 


The Bella Coola Indian Day School is at present 
housed in two buildings, one of which is « fairly satisfactory 
school, constructed about ten yoars ago. A second building is 
rented from the Bella Coola Band and is quite inadequate in 
every respect, These two buildings house at present approxin- 
ately 70 children in grades one to five. The existing provincial 
school is about a half mile away from the farthest Indiar pu; il. 


It is Inspector Davey's recommendation that we 
retain the satisfactory building foridndergarten and primary 
purposes and that all of the school age population be admitted 
to the provincial school. This means that all the kindergarten 
and primary children will receive an education in basic English 
at our own school and then be sent to the provincial school. 


I now attach e memorandum from Inspector Davey with 
regard to this proposed joint school, You will note it is 
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impossible at the present time to secure an accurate estimate 
of the cost to the Department of this new school, 


It is recommended that this information be 


placed before Colonel Fortier upon his return so that he can 
give the matter consideration and advise whether we should 


proceed with the negotiations,

Mise L. Blachford, the Teacher at the Booth= 
royd Indian Day School, has written me asking if the 
Department would consider an advance of $600.00 on 
her salary, which she would pay back in three years, 
at 6% interest. 


She needs this money to help in building an- 
other home, and purchasing enough furniture to live 
4n it. Mise Blachford lost practically everything 
she possessed in the fire last September. She took 
years planning and saving to build her house and to 
furniture it, and when she was away on her vacation 
last fall it was burned at the same time 80 much of 
Lytton was destroyed. If she had been at home she 
could have saved a good portion of her furniture, but 
with so much else burning and everybody trying to 
save their own property, hers was absolutely cleaned 
up. She had some insurance but not sufficient to 
build again, as the rate of insurance is high in 


Lytton, too high for her to be able to afford more 
¥ nsurance. 


She thinks if she could get this loan she 
could pay it back at the rate of $200.00 a year, one 
hundred on her June cheque and one hundred from her 
December quarter cheque, each year for the three 
years, together with interest at 6%.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 16th 
instant, with reference to the illness of Mrs.

School. It appears from your letter that it may 
be some time before she returns to duty. Our 
usual practice is to allow one month's leave with 
pay, in case of iliness, to teachers who have been 
in our employ for over 4 year.

I have just received my Inspector's 
report on his visit to the above School last Friday larch 
17th. 


There is one sentence to which 1 would 
like to draw your attention: "No cooking in being taught". "L 
consider this regrettable". I feel that this remark deserves 
some explanation. 


The girls of this School have always been 
taught cooking until this year. At present, only two have not 
done any actual cooking because i feel they are too young, being 
only ten years old and in the junior grades, they have time yet 
to do what cooking is expected of them. 


I have taken up fully, every health and 
nutrition and various projects with the boys and girls in an 
indirect way every day. They enjoy these talks and when 
filling in their daily health books for the Junior Red Cross I 
find that they are living very well. fhen visiting their homes 
I find that they are drinking milk from cows instead of from cans, 
eating lots of vegetables and fruit, both canned and raw apples, 
and fresh laid eggs as they all keep hens, fish and plenty of 
bread, bacon and stews ets. 


I can assure you a day in our School is 
a busy one - not a moment is lost from the time the Union Jack 1s 
hoisted in the morning at 6:45 A.li. until taken down at 4 f.l. 
As closely as possible I follow the B.C. Course of Stuy. The 
children love their School, keep it clean, and together we all 
keep everything in repair. 


I hope I have explained to you 4s I an 
afraid the above sentence might cause 4 little misunderstanding 
which I would not like to happen as my work in the School is 
conscientiously carried out.

In my last report I urged the erection of a new 
school here. Such a school should contain a shoolroom to 
take up to thirty children, a vocational room which need 
not be large, a small room to be used as a store for Depart- 
mental drugs and a dispensary, and sufficient accommodation 
for a teacher and friend. This latter might well consist of 
@ combined kitchen and living room, a bath room, and two 

“\ small bed rooms. 


It is impossible to exaggerate the importance of 
| such @ school at this point. The Indians are not anxious 
/to send their ehildren to St. George's Indian Residential 
School, and with a well equipped school here there would be 
no need to send any but the exceptional child to Lytton. 


\ 


Many hundreds of American vieitors to B.C. pass 
the present school yearly as it is located in the Fraser 
canyon and only a few yards from the main highway. 


There are at the moment several buildings of a 
temporary nature on the Boothroyd emergency aerodrome or 
landing field. I am informed that these buildings will not 
be required. They were erected to house those who cleared 
the field. Some of the buildings are so constructed that 
they can easily be taken apart and moved. This aerodrome 
is within three miles of our Indian school. 


May I suggest that the Department of National 
Defence be approached with a view to our being given the 
material from the unwanted buildings. 


With such material and sufficient funds to pay 
for removal to the school site and re-erection, it would 
not be difficult for the Indian Agent to arrange for local 
Indian labour to be paid for at a fair rate. Some large 
windows would be required. The Indians could do the work 
in connection with the erection of a school if supervised 
by one good carpenter, "white". I do not believe that such 
@ school would cost in excess of say three thousand dollars. 


The material which I understand is available at the 
neighbouring aerodrome might under certain conditions be used 
in the erection of an Indian school. I have seen the 
aerodrome only from the road. There appear to be a number 
of hutments. I know that it will be difficult to obtain 
funds to dismantle any huts which we may be given, trassport 
the material to the Boothroyd school site, and re-erect as 
& school. Some large windows would also be required. I believe 

owever that it is my duty to bring to the attention of the 
Department the possibility of having a new school at Boothroyd 
at little more than the cost of the Indian labour and the 

ages of possibly one "white" carpenter to oversee the work. 


_— 
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n&. is no need for an expensive school such as that lately 
erected at Port Simpson, just a simple school building with 
accommodation for a resident teacher and possibly a small 
vocational room and a dispensary is all that is required. 


Should such a school as I have described be approved, 
the present small water tank located on the hill at the back 
of the school and fed by @ small stream might well be greatly 
enlarged. No doubt one of the engineers could make the necessary 
survey report when again in that neighbourhood. 


Any new tank should be sufficiently large to provide 
for the irrigation of the school garden by means of a garden 
hose, and to make sufficient water available in case of a small 
bush fire to protect the school buildings. 


In forwarding the Inspector's Report, the Indian Commissioner 
MacKay writes as fotlows: 


The buildings referred to by the Inspector in the 
paragraph "General Remarks” on page 3, are located at the 
Boothroyd emergency landing field, a few miles west of the 
Boothroyd Indian Day School. The buildings were used to house 
the men working in connection with the preparation and clearing 
of the emergency landing field, and are in good condition. 


The Department might make enquiries regarding these 
buildings and, if they are no longer required in connection 
with the aeroplane field, they should, if possible, be secured 
for the Indians so they can be dismantled and the material used 
for improving Indian dwellings and also in the construction of 
a new school at Boothroyd should same be approved. 
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I found the pupils here, too, under Mise 
ry busy prep work fér 
wery creditable work had 
beenprepered. As they were so busy in 
this way, I had no opportunity to hear of 
eee them at school work proper. 


This school building badly wente repair, 
unless a new building ie contemplated im 
mediately. Some 200 would probably we 
cover the cost of this. One thing that 
ghould be forwarded immediately is a ehair 
for the teacher, Miss Biatehford. The awful 
Old one she hes got now, is impossible to we 
further. 


I found, too that the chilcren under her diree- 
tion hed planted a very creditable garden. The 
were all clean, neat, well dressed anc @ppai 
happy There always seems to be a very happy 
atmosphere at thie small day school.

The Boothroyd Indian Day School is located on 
the Boothroyd Indian Reserve, which borcers the hichway 
through the Fraser canyon. ft is approximately °0 miles 
west of Lytton, B. C. Indien Commissioner Mac Y> 
Vancouver, 8. C., has advised us thet there are a number 
of empty ildines at the boothroyd emergency lending 
field, a few miles west of the Boothroyd Indian Day 
School. These buildings were erected vy the Deparaent 
of National Defence to house the foreman working in 
connection with the preparing and Clearing of the emer- 
gency landing field and are in good condition. At the 
present time they are not in use, 


Commissioner MacKay believes thet, if we 
could secure these buildings, they could eesily be moved 
to the Boothroyd reserve and used for the erection of a 
new school, which is badly needed, and also for repairing 
the houses of the Indians on the foothroyd reserve. 


I should appreciate it 1f you would take up 
the matter with the Salvage Officer and advise me if 
there is any likelihood of our being able to secure the 
buildings mentioned.

Dear Sir:- 


Relative to your letter of January llth, file 
#15/7/ 7517 with copy of Departmental letter enclosed, 
regarding the proposed new school at Boothroyd, I here- 
with enclose a rough plan together with a list of material 
required in excess of lumber from the Landing Field, and 
approximate prices thereon, with cost of supervision and 
Indian labour, amounting to $1,478.80. These figures were 
quoted by Mr. Dawson Clapperton, carpenter of Lytton, who 
drew up the plans. Mr. Olapperton states that he would 
undertake to construct the building for the sum of $980.00 
for labour providing the Indians would take down the old 
school building and excavate the basement for the new school. 
This, of course, would cut out the $800.00 shown on the list 
for supervision and Indian labour. 


I had & talk with the Indians and endeavoured to 
have them give their labour gratis but they refused and said 
they wouldn't work for less than $1.50 per day. The school 
could be built by Indian labour but I believe it would be 
cheaper in the end to have it constructed by a qualified 
white carpenter, 


A full-size basement would be an advantage as 
apart from space for the heating system it would be an ideal 
place for the children to play during inclement weather. A 
dirt floor would be quite alright. I can probably get the 
Indians to dismantle the old school building and excavate 
for the new school, for the use of lumber from the old school. 
The basement would not be hard to excavate as the ground is 
chiefly sand and gravel. 


Installation of a furnace would be extra but need 
not cost more than $75.00 as I would suggest installing an 
old time "drum heater" incased in concrete and brick with a 
steel top carrying the hot air pipes, with the cold air pipes 
let in near the base. I have seen such a heater installed 
and it has proved very effective. I am sure one would answer 
the purpose in this case. 


The erection of the school could start immediately 
providing the present weather conditions continue.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 2nd 
instant with reference to the expenditure that will 
be necessary to replace the Boothroyd Indian day 
school. 


Inspector Barry's report of his insyection of 
the Boothroyd Indian day school on June 14, 1938, 
read, in part, as follows: 


"I believe, however, that it is my duty to 
bring to the attention of the Department the possi- 
bility of having a new school at Boothroyd at little 
more than the cost of Indian labour and the wages of 
possibly one white carpenter to oversee the work.” 


With the above in mind, and the further fact 
that we had secured the lumber from the aerdrome, 
I wrote to you on the 3rd ultimo. However, it is 
noted from your recent letter that the lumber secured 
from the aerdrome was only of minor value and that 
materials amounting to approximately $1000.00 would 
be required. It is further noted that you estimate 
the total cost of the building at approximately 
$3000.00. 


At the present time I am not in a position to 
state whether or not this amount of money will be 
available in the appropriation for the fiscal year 
1939-40. However, the matter will be kept in mind and 
if funds can be secured you will be later advised.

My dear Bishop Wells: 


I am returning herewith certain 
correspondence relating to the construction of 
an Indian day school at Boothroyd, left at my 
office by Your Lordship a fer days ago. 


It would appear that the Indian 
affairs Branch secured from the Boothroyd aerodrome 
about 30,000 feet of lumber, ®& certain amount of 
which was suitable for the construction of & school 
pbuilding. In view of this fact, the Indian Commis-

The records indicate that Reverend 
A. R. Lett Principal of the St. George's Indian 
Residential School, wrote to the Department on 
February 27, 1989, intimating that in his judgment 
a thorough survey of 1 cal conditions st Boothroyd 
should be made pefore the school was rebuilt on the 
old site. Mr- Lett's letter read in part a5 follows:

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Immediately following the receipt 
of this communication from Mr. Lett, the Indian 
Commissioner was asked to have Captain Barry, 
Inspector of Indian Schools, make a survey of the 
Boothroyd district. I regret to state, however, 
that Mr. Barry's report hes not yet reached the 
Department. No provision was made in the 1939-40 
estimates for the amount of money necessary to 
rebuild the school. It is our intention, however, 
just as soon as the report of the survey reaches 
us, to make provision for the rebuilding of this 
school in the estimates of next year. 


It is in my judgment somewhat 
regrettable that this delay has occurred in the 
construction of the building. In view of Mr. Lett's 
letter, however, the officials felt that a survey 
was necessary before a final decision could be 
made.

Dear Sir: Re Your File 162-26-5. 


I beg to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of March 6th 

with which was enclosed a letter from the Rev. A. Re. Lett 
suggesting thet before action is taken with respect to the 
erection of a new school at Boothroyd, a survey should be 

made with a view to placing the school on a Reserve where it would 
serve & greater number of children. The Boothroyd Indian Day 
School draws its pupilage from Boothroyd I.R. No.l (Tsawamuck), 
Boothroyd I.R. Noe2 (Tsintanku), I.R. No.l2 and I.R. Now4 
(Buctum), all situated in close proximity to the school. Mr. 
Lett is sure that a better location could be found but fails to 
mention or suggest such a location. If Day School accommodation 
is not continued for the Boothroyd children now attending the 
Boothroyd School, they either have to be accommodated in a 
Residential School, or, like a number of other Indian children 
in the Fraser Valley, have no school to attend. 


Before Day Schools are recommended, Reserves from which 
the pupils are to be drawn are examined and a careful survey made 
of the children available for such a school. Only one Day School 
has been erected in a new field since I have been in the service, 
viz, the one at Pemberton. The attendance at present here is 37. 
New schools have been erected at Port Simpson, Bella Coola, 
Kitselas and Bella Bella, but these were to replace old buildings 
with too little accommodation, or otherwise unsuitable. 


I may say that I am satisfied we need a new school at 
Boothroyd and also the present site, although not ideal, is best 
from the point of view of centrality, water and access that we can 
get. Before proceeding with construction, however, I consider it 
best to have Inspector Barry make a survey of the Reserves from 
which the pupils are drawn, and submit a report. This survey could

be made by the Inspector when he inspects St. George's School, 
Lytton, some time this month. 


With reference to the last paragraph of Mr. Lett's 
letter of February 27th, I need only remark that the Depart- 
ment has had an Indian Day School in operation at Shulus for @ 
number of years. The enrolment of this school, 4s reported by 
Inspector Barry on November 18th, 1958, was 17.

Years ago when the 5 Commissioners were here to 
investigate the question of Reserves and living conditions 
of the Indians, 


This school was talked over with them. The Commissioners 
asked us. Why? Didn't we send our children to St. Georges 
at Lytton? Our late Chief Benedict told them that we didn't 
want to send them away from home and that we didn't like the 
way that some of the children acted towards their parents 
when they came home from school, But, if the Dept. would put 
up a school for us here on our Reserve, we'd fladly send our 
children to school. 


After much talk it was agreed that the Indians put up 
@ building and the Dept. would pay the teacher's salary. 
Both parties promised that this school would be kept going 


as long as there were pupils to attend, 


Then Chief Benedict told the Commissioners that he'd 
like to have Miss L. Blachford appointed for our teacher. 
The Commissioners were pleased with this suggestion, they 
asked Miss Blachford if she'd accept the position, which she 
did, when they'd agreed on the salary and that we provide 
living quarters for her. 


We put up the building at our own expense and labour. School 
was opened May 3rd 1915. Its been in use ever since. We've 
sent our children regularly though its been hard for some of 
us to furnish clothes - (espiecally shoes) and food for 
lunches. 


The 2 rooms provided for the teacher are very small and 
we xnow its been hard work for her to carry on, teaching our 
girls to can salmon, fruit and cooking in such a small kitchen 
and living room. 


We were very happy when we thought the Dept. had decided 
to give us a suitable building and we were very eager to begin 
the work. But, now we are disappointed to hear that the Dept. 
might not build as a report had been sent in that the attendance 
here wasn't up to standard nor were there sufficient children 
on the Reserve to warrant the expense of a new school, 


We are sorry to hear about this report as it is not a true 
fact. 
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We have done our part in sending our children regulare 
ly. The only time a child is kept at home is on account of 
sickness or bad weather. There could be more children attend- 
ing here if the children that have been taken to St. Georges, 
were allowed to return and if the Dept. would give some 
assistance to Day Scholars for as I have stated before, some 
of the parents couldn't afford the expense of clothes so they 
sent their children to St. Georges where they have everything 
supplied for them. We would be very grateful if you can 
persuade the Dept. to give us a new school. As its over 8 
years now that we've had to repair and rrop up the old 
foundation every spring. 


The work done here is very good, this school won a list 
& a 3rd prize last year at the B.C. Indians Art & Handicraft 
Display in Vancouver, B. C. It also divided lst prize money 
at the Kamloops Fair the year before. 


Our children come home, help us and take an interest in 
our work, they respect their parents and are not so dissatisfied 
as some of the children that come home from a school where 
they've been living in what are called "luxuries” which our 
poor homes cannot give them. 


We are sorry that our circumstances will not allow us to 
assist in building without pay as we did 24 years ago, as you 
know that we've not been able to obtain work either on the 
Highway nor the Railroads besides its Betting harder each 
year to sell our farm products locally. 


If we get the new school we'll see that our children 
attend regularly and I'm sure that if the Dept. can help the 
scholars we'll have no trouble in keeping up the attendance as 
wetll get more scholars from other reserves as I've often been 
told by Indians that they'd like to send their children here 
but couldn't afford the extra expense - though we have pupils 
attending now because their parents prefer our school. 


I do hope Mr. Strang that you will do your best to get 
the school for us.

Dear Sir: 


I desire to refer to your letter 
of the 7th instant, in connection with the proposed 
erection of a new school on the Boothroyd reserve. 


In the special supplementary 
estimates, provision was made for the erection of a 
school in Saskatchewan, but owing to recent circum- 
stances it is not possible to proceed with its 
construction. As a result, sufficient funds are now 
available for the erection of the school on the 
Boothroyd reserve. 


As the season is acvancing, it 
is considered that the best method of building this 
school would be to engage a white foreman and employ 
Indians to assist him. 


Your letter of February 2, 1939, 
mentioned that you considered a suitable building 
with cement basement and furnace could be erected at 
a cost not exceeding $3,000. Please let me know at 
once if you are prepared to proceed along the lines 
suggested in your letter of February 2, and if so, 
you will be advised of the name of the white foreman 
to be employed. You could arrange for the purchase 
of the materials and, in addition, the lumber salvaged 
from the landing field could be used.

For your information I may add that 
the building at Fisher River is a two-roomed 
school with teachers’ residence attached and 
there is an enrolment of 73 pupils.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 2lst 
ultimo with reference to the erection of a day 
school on the Boothroyd Reserve. 


If at this date we attempted to erect this 
building by contract it would involve advertising 
and subsequently an Order-in-Council would have to 
be obtained to accept the quotation of the successful 
tenderer. This would involve considerable time. 


I consider that it is better to proceed at 
the earliest possible date by day labour. You should 
employ a white foreman to supervise the work and you 
may also engage other white workmen, if necessary, 
but as far as possible competent Indians should be 
employed. 


You may arrange to purchase the material from 
firms on the approved list and the encumbrance re- 
quisition number will be sent to you under separate 
cover. I am also ry to forward to you an 
accountable cheque for $1500.00 for labour.

Re Boothroyd School (File 165/26/5). 


Replying to your letter of the 28th ultimo 
advising that it has been found possible to proceed 
with the construction of an Indian Day Sehool on 
Boothroyd Indian Reserve No. 6, I would advise that 
the plan that has been selected as providing the most 
economical construction for the accomodation required 
is shown on enclosed white print, being B. C. Provin- 
¢ial Department Public Works Plan No. 562, but some 
modification of the plan is required to meet the con- 
ditions imposed by the site available, chief of which 
is that the plan is to be reversed. As an extra bed- 
room is necessary, it is suggested that the lean-to 
should become an extension of the sehool proper and 
include small bedroom (7'6" x 10'0" would be large 
enough). Mr. Agent Strang thinks thet a kitohen-living 
room would be satisfactory with a porch. As the school 
is to be built on a fsirly steep side hill, the front 
entrance steps would .ave to ve on the side opposite 
to the larze classroom windows, The main classroom 
lights should face the river on the west. It is pro- 
posed to nave a basement running the full length of 
the school and about 15' or 16" wide to accomodate 
small room for drugs and supplies. Owing to the slope

I thank you for your letter of June the 13th 
regarding the Boothroyd Indian School at Lytton,B.C. in the 
Diocese of Cariboo. 


I have just returned from a visit and special service 
at the school where I discussed the question of a new school 
and the right site for it with Mr, Strang,the Indian Agent; 
Miss Blackford,the teacher; and the Indian Chiefs of the 
Boothroyd Band, I venture to give you my convictions on two 
points in connection with the matter. 


1. Excellent work is being done by the Teacher from the 
moral, social,and educational standpoint for the Indians in 
spite of most inadequate facilities and delapidated building. 
There should be a new building there at the earliest possible 
convenience. 


2. There is general agreement,and not the least doubt in 
my mind,that the present site is the most convenient for the 
Indians and is likely because of settlement possibilities % ae 
for all time, With very little expenditure on levelling the 
land,and some care in placing the building,it will be found 
adequate and suitable. The Indian Chiefs volunteered to help 
in preparing the site at once. 


I feel that there is no need of saying to you that 
what I have done and am prepared to éo in this matter is 
in no way interfering with your department or with the 
Agent at Lytton. My object is to help in every way I possibly 
can to support any movement that is made in the real interest 
of the Indian in this diocese.

Re New Indian Day School, Boothroyd. 


I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of August 
llth, 1939, file 165-26-5, authorizine the construction of a 
new day school at Boothroyd. 


While in the Lytton Agency a few days ago I visited 
Boothroyd and found construction so far advanced that in all 
probability the building will be completed and ready for use 
by March 3list. Some cement work, construction of cupboards 
and interior and exterior painting, remain to be done but as 
these are beins attended to, the end of the month should see 
the work fully completed. 


It will be recalled that E.R.1054 dated August llth, 
193 in the amount of $4700 was set up for this project. This 
authorization included 41500 cash advance for labour. 


an examination of the expenditures in connection with 
this construction indicates clearly that the school will be 
completed for $3100, leaving a balance of #1600 available for 
other purposes. 


I may say that the school has been well built and 
should meet the requirements of the Indians in the Boothroyd 
section for many years. It is a 30' by 60' frame structure 
on cement foundation with one classroom and teacher's residence, 
The building is heated by a well installed wood burning hot air 
furnace. The basement has a full cement floor and is subdivided 
So as to provide for store room, fuel room and a large bright 
Section which can be used fior manual training. he existing 
water system has been extended into the building with a tap in 
the kitchen and one in the basement.

that there is some agitation for a change in the Indian 
School. We shall be much obliged if the Depertment 
will inform us regardi 16 progress of the work there 


and your wishes concerning the future of that school.

Reverend Sir,- 


I have your letter of the 9th instant, with refer- 
ence to the management at the Cape Mudge Indian Day School. 
I wish to quote extracts from the reports of the Department 's 
Inspector: - 


"Marked success by the pupils since ny last visit. 
They read well, spell correctly and are making progress 
in number work. irs. Howard is a faithful and effi- 
cient teacher. She is very resourceful. 
. . «- Manual work and, in fact, all work is highly 
satisfactory. iirs. Howard is a hard worker. Her ex- 
ample shonld stimulate the Indians of the village. She 
keeps everything elean and tidy. irs. 
Florence Howard is & very versatile woman. She teaches 
the pupils much manual work, giving particuler attention 
to writing, spelling and needle work. She presents her 
subjects in such a way that she enlists the attention 
of her pupils." 


Recently, the Department asked lir. Indian Agent 
Halliday for @ special report on Mrs. Howard's work. His 
reply reads, in part, as follows:- 


"Mrs. Howard is not a certified teacher, but has 
siven very faithful work at the school. The great 
f criticism that I have to her school methods is that 
/\) it is too much kindergarten for pupils of the age that 
( she has there. Apart from the sehool work, her ser- 
xtremely valuable to the Indians

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them, and she has gone round helping the women to 
keep their houses tidy and clean, and has been of 
very great assistance to them in that way. 


"Unfortunately, for some considerable time 

past, there has been considerable friction between 
Mrs. Howard and the Rev. George Knox, the clergyman 
there, and this has interfered considerably with the 
results of her work. She has two daughters, one of 
whom is married and who lives with her husband in the 
house provided for the teacher. This has been the 
cause of a certain amount of friction, as some of 
the Indians object to the son-in-law being there, 
while many of them are quite agreeable. As no conm- 
plaints have ever been made to me on this matter, 
i do not take any part in it, as I realize thet an 
Indian village is a very lonesome place for a white 
person unless they have some of their own kind with 
whom they can associate." 


The Department is not altogether satisfied that 
@ daughter and son-in-law of the teacher live with her in 
the residence. It depends on how the son-in-law's time 
is employed. But I am free to state that the Department 
considers lirs. Howard's work satisfactory and would learn 
with regret that she was to leave her post.

Enclosed please find a letter which a Committee of our 
Indian men wished me to dictate for them. 

I might say the school situation here has been very un- 
satisfactory for some years, the children are not getting either the 
time or attention or proper training they should. 

I reported the matter last spring at our Conference, and 
our B.C. Committee saw the necessity of a change, and have asked for 
it, and no doubt this would have taken place, but relatives were 
involved. 

Mrs. Howard never having had any training, never has 
properly taught the different erades. We know this by having sent our 
own girl for a time, she both nerlected her studies and health. 

I also find that she sent some pupils up to Sardis School 
supposed to be in the fifth grade, vut when they cot into a standard 
school had to drop back some of them to the second grade. I am en- 
Closing a photo, the two girls on the outsides have been going to this 
school for nearly seven years; they are in the fourth grade, but in 
many things they would have to drop back to the second. 

I enjoy the Indians very much and with their advancement 
in civilization they need more than an 014 form of Kindergarten 
school. They would go ahead if they had a chance. 

I appreciate very much lr. Ditchburn what you have done 
to help these people since I came here about two and a half years ago; 
and I truat you will help to improve the present situation at an 
early date.

We notice the rapid chanres which are taking place, 
and the advancements which are being made these days around us, 
it is so also on our reserve at Cape Mudce. 


Years ago when kr, Walker taught here, 
hard to get the children to attend school, especi 
but hr, Walker persevered and worked hard and al 
deep interest in the scholars, and the good resul 
visible today. 


However the situation has ereatly changed, as our 
people have become more civiliz red, and want to so forward and 
take their place in life. For today our children want to go 
to school, and are there. 


But we are sorry to have to say our children are 
almost at a stand still. Mrs. Howard the teacher, when she 
started here about ten years ago worked hard for b while, but 
now for some years, we notice she takes very little interest in 
our children and none of them are getting on as they should. 


There has been no school Inspector here for about 
two and a half years, to see how things have been run. 


We also note the school is not being held proper 
hours. 


So we are asking you to please see that we cet a 
change of teacher, by the beginning of next fall term, but 
sooner if at all possible. Certificate teacher, who is up to 
date, who can lead our children along in the moder way with the up 
to date system. 


We trust you will please take the necessery action in 
order to comply with our reasonable request, for the sake and 
progress of our Villace.

I beg to inform you that on the 16th ultimo 
I received a letter from Rev. George Knox, Missionary at 
Cape Mudge Indian Reserve, Kwawkewlth Agency, pointing 
out that the conditions at the Indian Day School there 
were not what they should be, due to the fact that Mrs. 
Florence Howard, the teacher, had had no training in 
that profession, with the consequence that the pupils 
were making very little progress in their studies. A copy 
of ltr. Knox's letter and one from the Indians are attach- 
ed hereto for your information. In order that I might 
know whether the facts stated by Mr. Knox were correct 
or not it was considered advisable to write to Rev. CG. 
Raley, Principal of the Coqualeetza Residential School, 
on the subject, and the reply I received from him bears 
out Mr. Knox's contentions. A copy of Mr. Raley's letter 
is also attached hereto. 


In view of the information obtained I took 
the opportunity of communicating with Capt. Gerald Barry, 
the newly appointed Inspector of Indian Schools, on the 
20th ultimo, as he was then at Campbell River waiting 
to be released from the principalship of the Public 
School at that place, and I asked that before he came to 
Victoria he take the trip across to Cape Mudge and make 
an inspection of the Day School at that place and let me 
have a report. This he did and his report accompanies 
this communication.

Miss Hill, as a matter of 
fact, is the one teacher in our schools in British Columbia 
who wag selected by Captain Barry himself, without any con- 
sultation with us. She is & good teacher and has done a very 
fine piece of work, but she is not the best teacher that we 
have in our schools in British Columbia, and she herself is 
not as enthusiastic about staying at Cape Mudce as Captain 
Barry's letter would seem to indicate. 


In any re-arrangement involving the Cape Mudge 
School, the United Church will certainly do its utmost to place 
Miss Hill somewhere else. I have discussed the situation with 
her end she understands it perfectly. Weanwhile, I think you 
oucht to know that no decision whatever has been ret ched in 
regard to the whole work of the Cape Mudge field for the Confer- 
ence year beginning July lst. The matter will be discussed at 
the annual meeting of our Board next week, and it may be that 
even then we cannot settle the problen. There is a possibility 
that Cape Mudze : again become the centre of one of our marine 
missions, and, in st event, the present school-teacher would 
not be disturbed.

Our present arrangement at Cape Mudge seems very 
satisfactory, through the fact that our teacher, Miss Jean 
Hill, has her aged parents living with her in the teacherage 
which is located on the reserve. Their presence in the 
village undoubtedly has a good influence and so long as 
Miss Hill's services are satisfactory I would like to see 
this arrangement continue. I understand indirectly the 
United Church would be in favour of the appointment of a 
missionary-teacher at Cape Mudge, who would be responsible

I am strongly opposed to this as 
Miss Hill's services have always been very 
satisfactory and in view of so much opposition 
to the contemplated change coming from the Indians 
and everyone in general, I am making a special 
report to the Department expressing my views 
opposing any change being made, and I would kindly 
ask the Department to not agree to any change until 
all the particulars are before them.

Im my Monthly Report for May I mentioned the United 
Church were cortemplating requesting the Department for a change 
of teachers at\ Cape Mudge School, and I suggested to the Depart- 
ment that no agtion be taken until the matter could be properly 
placed before them by this office. 


Since then I have received a communication from the 
Cape Mudge Indians in which they are strenuously objecting to 
Miss HIil's services being discontinued, more particularly be- 
cause the Church have suggested to them that a Minister-Teacher 
take her place, so that the minister would be available to hold 
Church services at Cape Mudge, Campbell River and Quathiaski Cove. 


I am also informed by ministers who attended the United 
Church Conference recently held in Vancouver that the Church had 
in mind even extending the duties of the minister by placing a 
boat at his disposal at Quathiaski Cove so that he could serve 
a wider field than the places mentioned above. 


First, I am not unmindful that the services of a Minister 
would be most valuable at Cape Mudge, but I do not think the plan 
which the ChuSch have in mind is workable at Cape Mudge, and fur- 
thermore, I do not feel a Minister who would have other duties 
than teaching could possibly do justice to the education of the 
children. This contemplated change has caused considerable worry 
to this office, and I wish to be quite frank with the Department 
in expressing my views and therefore will go into detail in order 
that the Department will have the situationfully before them. 


The Cape Mudge School is consiéered one of our best 

Day Schools; the attendance as shown by the Quarterly Returns is 
exceptionally good, and the Ipdians appreciate the value of an 
education and have given the Department fullest co-operation and 
support in having their children attend school regularly as well 
as assisting the teacher in every way possible. The size of the 
school has proven to us the necessity of a full-time teacher who 
has no other duties to perform, and if the teacher was required 
to hold three services as well as teach school, I am quite pos- 
itive the school would suffer to a great extent. 


We have a very splendid teacher in Miss Hill, who has 
given splendid service; she lives with her parents in the teacher- 
age provided by the Department, and to lose her services at this 
time when she is liked by the Indians and receiving their support 
would undoubtedly be not in the best interests of the children. 


I have been advised the Indians held an indignation 
meeting some ten days ago and have protested to the Church against 
the proposed change, giving as their reasons their appreciation 
of what the Department is doing for them by providing 4 qualified 
teacher who is giving her whole time to their education and stat- 
ing their views along the same lines as indicated and expressed 
by myself. 
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I am also informed the Church upon receiving this 
objection from the Indians, arranged for Dr. Wilson, head of 
the Church Board, to meet them last night at Cape Mydge to see 
if he could not persuade them to accept the Church's views 
but at the time of writing I have not learned the outcome of 
this meeting. 


I understand there is a possibility of the Church 
suggesting to th rtion of the 
Minister-Teacher's sa i he Depart- 
ment to accept their views so that the minister 
located at Cape Mudge to serve Campbell River, 

Cove and possibly other points in the district. 

very much interested in economy where it is practical, yet 
this view does not change my opinion, and I am strongly oOpp~ 
osed to any arrangement whereby the teacher employed at Cape 
Mudge will have other duties than attending to the education 
of the children. 


I would like to refer the Department to Inspector 
Barry's recent report in connection with this school in which 
he points out the undesirability of a change being made as 
suggested by the Church. I know from what knowledge I have 
from the views of the Indians expressed to me, that a change 
of this kind will be unacceptable to them to them and possibly 

at Cape Mudge. Both Capt.Barry 
and mysel e the standard of our schools 
by our consisten nally I feel if this change 
is made it will be a 8 from what has been accom=- 
plished. 


While I do not wish to offer any suggestions to the 
Church in finding @ solution to their problem, nevertheless 
there have been views expressed by @ great many ministers that 
a more satisfactory arran could be made which would serve 
their interests equally a t better. If the Church 
should approach the Depar hange that is 
suggested, I trust the Depar nvince 
them it would be & mistake t s this 
at this time. 


Would the Department kindly take this letter into 
consideration and advise me their views as we do not wish any 
trouble arising at Cape Mudge when things are as satisfactory 
as they are at the present.

Further to my letter of“ye8terday's date regarding 
the situation at Cape Mydge, I have had an opportunity of 
discussing this matter confidentially with Rev. L. Gillard, 
United Church minister at Alert Bay, who has just returned 
from Cape Mudge where he attended the meeting held by Dr. 
Wilson and the Indians in an effort to persuade the Indians 
to accept the proposed change of Rev. T. Colwell succeeeding 
Miss Hill as teacher of the Cape Mudge Day School. 


As the information imparted to me was more or less 
confidential, it being purely Church matters, I would apprec- 
iate if the Department would treat the Church views as such. 


Mr. Gillard tolé me the Church's intention was 
purely to get the Department to assist in paying the Minister's 
salary. They have two plans in mind, the first is to get the 
Indians to agree to accept Rev. Colwell as teacher and for him 
to hold service at Cape Mydge only. The second plan is to 
have Mrs. Colwell appointed as teacher, leaving Mr. Colwell 
free to attend to the Church matters by holding services at 
quathiaski Cove, Campbell River and Cape Mudge, as well as 
providing him with a boat to serve other outlying districts. 
They have a boat on the Arrow Lakes which is of no use to them 
there, and are planning to ship this to Vancouver an@ send it 
to Cape Mydge for this purpose. 


At this meeting called by Dr. Wilson to interview the 
Indians only a few of them would turn out, and those who did 
go stated if the Church insisted on this change being made 
they would receive very little co-operation from the Indians. 


For the Department's information, Mr. Gillard is 
familiar with local conditions and he told me he knew the plan 
was not workable nor in the best interests of the Indians, and 
stated he told the Conference this when he expressed his own 
views to them recently in Vancouver. He also stated Dr. Wilson 
told him es well as the Indians that he personally did not 
approve of it, but that his hands were tied by Rev. Kenneth 
Beaton in Toronto who is insisting that this arrangement be 
made. 
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Mr. Gillard also informed me he and Dr. Wilson visited 
Mr. Walker, late missionary-teacher of Cape Mudge to get his views, 
as well as many others in the district who are interested in the 
welfare of the Indians, and every~-one in expressing his opinion 
said the Church would be making 4 grave mistake in letting Miss 
Hill go and making a change as in their opinion it would be a step 
backward and they would not receive the co-operation of the Indians. 
They felt this woulc undo the progress that has been made through 
the splendid co-operation of the Indians with the Department and 
the Church in the past. 


I understand Dr. Wilson returned to Victoria last evening 
where a further meeting was to be held by the Board in respect to 
the suggested change. 


Mr. Gillard informed me that unless they could find a 
position for Miss Hill they would not appoint Mr. Colwell to this 
position, but they had in mind a position for her at the Coqualeetza 
Residential School. 


This office is very much concerned because we can see 
through the attitude of the Indians; should e@ change be made along 
the lines indicated the work at this school would be retarded and 
much unpleasantness prevail, and personally I would not care to 
take the responsibility of anything that would happen through the 
outcome of such a change. 


The Indians in their objection pointed out to Dr.Wilson 
should a Minister be appointed a 8s school teacher, he would be 
called upon to hold funeral services when any deaths occurred in 
the vicinity and that would mean the closing of the school uncer 
these circumstances. 


As far as I can gather, everyone whom Dr. Wilson consulted 
who knows local conditions, informed him the suggested change the 
Church is contemplating is unworkable and woulc not be in the best 
interests of the Indians or the district. I am told most of the 
members of the local Board wished to see a Minister located at Cape 
Mudge, where they have 4 good manse, to serve the entire district; 
this arrangement would be quite separate from the school. They feel 
there is a large field to cover, which I know is correct, and would 
require the full-time services of a Minister to carry out this work, 
but that the Rev. K. Beaton is not in favour of it on the grounds 
of economy; he is trying to combine the two positions into one with 
that view in mind. 


I would strongly recommend to the Department that they try 
and convince the Church of the necessity of retaining Miss Hill's 
services, and would appreciate if they would kindly advise ma as 
quickly as possible their views so that I may notify the Indians and 
so relieve the tension which has been created at Cape Mudge. When 
I received this full information from Mr. Gillard I felt it was 80 
serious I communicated with the Department by night letter which 
doubtless they have received by now.

Dear Mr. Sutherland: RE CAPE NUDGE INDIAN DAY SCHOOL 


I have your letters of June 12th and 20th concerning Cape 
Mudge, and I have delayed replying until some of the difficulties 
in the situation could be adjusted. 


It is true thet the Settlement Conmittee of the Britieh 
Columbia Conference have appointed an Ordained Missionary Teacher 
to the Cape Mudge field, and that they propose to provide him with 
@ boat enabling him to give more éfficient service to Campbell River 
and other nearby points. Most of the objections raised by the In- 
dians are groundless. Rev. T. C. Colwell, B. As, is not only a 
University graduate, but he holds e Teacher's certificate and has 
taught in both Ontario and Alberta. His wife is also an experienced 
Teacher. Her original certificate was obtained in Scotlend, and 
is the highest grade of Teacher's certificate obtainable in Scot- 
lend. Having examined it carefully, I think it would be the equiv- 
alent of two years in the University of Toronto with one year addi- 
tional at Normal School; or in other words, it would be whet we in 
Ontario call a First Class Permanent certificate. My hope is that 
Mrs. Colwell will be nominated as the Teacher, although that was not 
the intention of the Settlement Committee in B. C. That would en- 
sure not only efficient teaching in the School, but remove the fear 
which the Indians apparently have rising out of experiences with 
Missionary Teachers in the past, that the School would be closed 
when the Missionary receives week-day calls to other points for 
funerals, etc. 


The one unsolved problem up to date is the finding of 
a place for Miss Jean Hill. I have explained to our representa- 
tives in B. C. that Miss Hill was an appointee of Captain Barry, 
and thet it is very important that a School should be secured for 
her. We have no Indian Day School open in B. C. this year to which 
she could be appointed, and I em wondering if there is any School 
where the Department makes the appointment that is likely to be open. 
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Miss Hill is, as you know, a Saskatchewan trained Teacher, but 
she hes done excellent work at Cape Mudge and is worthy of every 
consideration. 


I expect to be in Ottewa early next week, and to dis 
cuss this situation, along with e number of others, with you.

EDUCATION: 

On the 24th of September, Captain Barry arrived at Alert 
Bay and inspected the Indian Summer School as well as St. Michael's 
Residential School. A report by myself to the Department on the 
Summer School will be mde shortly as requested by Major BM D.M. 
MacKay Indian Commissioner. 


As the Cape Mudge and Campbell River Day Schools are supposed to open 
on October lst, I regret I cannot make any comment on these schools 

to date I have not been notified that teachers have been appointed. 

It is hoped the Department will do everything possible to get these 
particular sbhools opened as the children are in the villages and 
ready to attend. In respect to the Quatsino Indian Day School the 
same situation exists there as I have not been notified of any teacher 
being appointed; however in this particular school it is not quite 8o 
important as the pupils have not all returned to the village as yet. 


T am feeling rather upset in respect to Miss Uphill, teacher of the 
Campbell River School. In her case she was quite willing to remain 
there provided the Department gave her an increase in salary to cover 
her increased cost of accommodation, and personally I think she was 
entitled to it, but instead of giving her the increase, shw was per- 
mitted to be transferred to the Nanaimo Day School at an increased 
salary, which resulted in the Campbell River School being left #ith- 
out a teacher and the necessity of breaking in a new one.

vuring the latter part of October, 1 visited the 
Cape Mudge Indian Day School and met the new teacher,Mrs.Goodrich. 
After discussing the work with her and giving her what help I 
could, I had grave doubts in my mind as to whether she would make 
a success, and feeling this way 1 particularly tried to assist 
her with some of her supposed problems which she presented to me. 


On November 24th last I again visited this school, 
and was immediately told by Mrs. Goodrich that she was leaving 
the end of this week and asking me if 1 had received her letter, 
which had evidently arrived after 1 had left the office. She 
seemed very much upset, and in a very nervous condition, so much 
so that I immediately became worried about her. She has been liv- 
ing alone in the teacherage, and whether this has anything to do 
with it or not I cannot say, but 4 am afraid it has. After talk- 
ing with her I told her that both she and the Department were re- 
quired to give thirty days notice, and asked her if she would 
carry on until Christmas. she informed me she would think it over 
and if I did not hear from her on Wednesday the 26th I would know 
she was staying until Christmas time. However on thursday morning 
I received the following wire: “Leaving Cape Mudge November 29th; 
letter follows". 


Had there been sufficient time to send a wire to 
stop payment of her last month's salary cheque, I would have done 
so, but 1 felt the cheque had already been issued and no doubt 
mailed from Ottawa. 


it might be as well for me to give the Department my 
views as to what has transpired in Cape Mudge and caused the resig- 
nation of this teacher. First, 1 do not think Mrs.Goodrich felt 
that she had the ability to teach the higher grades in the class- 
room, and it became a great worry to her. Secondly, she did not 
appear to get on with the indians, and in my opinion she is to 
blame for this as she refused to have anything to do with the 
parents; I do not think she likes indians and always seemed to be 
looking for trouble. She was not happy in the teacherage, and com- 
plained about the building. 


The Cape Mudge village, as the Department knows,is 
one of our best, and to have 4 problem with the school is working 
not only to the disadvantage of the village itself but to everything 
connected with the Cape Mudge people, ‘as they have always been very 
proud of their Church and the education of their children. That is 
why I feel more attention should be given to this school possibly 
than to some others. During the time Miss Hill was teaching there 
and living with her parents in the teacherage, it was an ideal 
arrangement but from the time the Church moved this family out 
there has been nothing but grief, and I would like to see them 
come pack if at all possible. Miss Hill is a good teacher, is 


well likea 
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well liked by the Indians, and her people have a very good influence 
in the community life of that place. When I received Mrs. Goodrich's 
wire stating she was leaving the following night, I wired to Miss Hill 
at Port Simpson asking her if she would consider a transfer back to 
Cape Mudge, and am this morning in receipt of a message from her 
stating if this was approved by the Department she would consider a 
transfer if full transportation costs were paid, as she could not 
afford to move otherwise. 


If this was arranged, and Miss Hill transferred back 
to Cape Mudge, possibly Miss Marguerite stevens of Koostak, Manitoba, 
about whom I wrote you recently, who is United Church, might be given 
the position at Port Simpson now held by Miss Hill. 


1 think I should tell the Department also that a 
great deal of our trouble in Cape Mudge village is on account of the 
missionaries who have been there during the past few years. The 
United Church have now there a Reverend and Mrs. McConnell, who have 
been superannuated for years; these elderly people mean well, but it 
is hopeless to have them trying to minister to young people, 
and the result has been that it igs not only making it difficult for 
the teacher but it is disorganizing and disuniting the whole village 
life. Mr.and Mrs. Hill have in the past done as much practicaly 
missionary work at Cape Mudge as any missionary, and in my opinion 
if this family would return to the village the resident missionary 
could be removed and services held intermittently by 4 transi ent 
clergyman, if the Church has no younger mén available for these 
positions. 


No doubt the school will now have to be closed until 
after the Christmas holidays, but I would kindly ask you to take up 
the matter with Mr.Bunt, superintendent of Missions for the United 
Church, and see if some arrangement cannot be made to review the 
Cape Mudge situation and have Miss Hill ard her people moved back 
to this village.

I am forwarding herewith my report on the Cape Mudge 
Indian Day School, United Church of Canada, Kwawkewlth 
Agency, which I inspected this afternoon. 


I am sorry to say that the teacher, Mr. Moyer, has 
not made a good start here. You will remember that I did 
all I could for him when he called on me in Vancouver in 
December. It would not appear that he has put into effect 
the suggestions then made for his assistance, and I very 
much doubt that he will ever make a teacher. He lacks 
professional training and is in fact the second teacher 
here this academic year. 


Mr. Moyer has not gained any marked degree of control 
of his pupils. The failure in discipline is due to the 
teacher and not to the children, who are ver; easy to handle. 
[ would ask you to refer to my last report on this school 
dated March llth, 1941, following my visit to the school 
the preceding day. 


The school was found to be in a most untidy condition, 
papers and orange peal all around the building and bits of 
paper all over the schoolroom floor. 


Mr. Moyer's appointment was I believe of a tempo rary 
nature, and I would recommend that his services be not 
| continued after the close of the present academic year in 
j June, 1942. He is I believe a well meaning young man but

It is regrettable the time has now come when I must 
make an adverse report against the activities of the Reve 
T. Te Moore, United Church Minister, located at Cape Mudge 
Reserve. 


During the few years Mr, Moore has been Minister at 
Cape Mudge Village he has made himself very disagreeable 
towards our teachers; so much so that we have been unable 
to keep good teachers for any length of time. He has 
quarrelled and made their lives so unhappy that some of 
them have resigned without completing their term. 


This year the Rev. W. P. Bunt, Superintendent of 
Nome Missions, United Church of Canada, recommended that 
Mroe Be M, Kitchermaster be transferred from Kitsegukle 
to Cape Mudge School, Upon her arrival Mr. Moore evidently 
atarted to quarrel with her. This was before school opened. 
On August 29th Mrs, Kitchenmaster wired me her resignation. 
I immediately put in a long distance ‘phone call, which 
ineidently cost the Department $7.85, to try and persuade 
her to remain there and open the school, pointing out that 
we could not obtain another teacher, This she finally 
agreed to do with the understanding that the Department 
take the matter of his interference up with the Church 
Authorities. 


I enclose you, herewith, copy of @ letter I have 
just received from Mre. Kitchemmaster, which will be self- 
explanatory, and which was written prior to her wire of 


resignation. serious quarrel evidently took place after 
this letter was written which forced her to resign. 


PebeQe 
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For years i have been trying to deal with this 
problem believing it might be of a local petty nature, but 
am now convinced that it is a deliberate attempt on the p rt 
of Rev. Moore to interfere with the duties of the teacher. 
Mr. Moore has the idea that the teachers have to take orders 
from him and that the partment have no say in the adminis- 
tration of Day Schools. I have pointed out to Mr. Moore on 
many occasions that the administration of the Schools comes 
entirely within the jurisdiction of the Department, and have 
tried to get him to see that hie duties there are purely 
ministeial and that the administration of the gohool is the 
responsibility of the Departwent; but he evidently thinks 
otherwise ond insists on ordering the teacher around as he 
sees fit. 


I think the kindest thing to say is that the situation 
has become hopeless and through his activities the efficiency 
of this school is deteriornting. This is one of the vest 
attended schools we have and 1 should like to see it running 
smoothly and the children able to have the benefit of a good 
education, but this cannot be done when the administration 
of the school is being interfered with unnecessarily by the 
local minister continually quarrelling with the teachers. 


T am asking that the Dep rtment take this whole matter 
up with the Rev. Bunt with a view to cleaning up this situation 
for once and all, There is no object in allowing it to g° 
on, and so far as I can sec there ie no hope of it improving 
so long as Mr. Moore remains ot Cape Mudge.

Your letter with regard to trouble with the teacher has 
come to hand and I should like to assure you that it is not my 
desire or intention to interfere with her work in any way what- 
soever.

Early in the present academic year the Campbell 
River School Board was approached to secure the admission of 
the Grade 7 and 8 pupils from the Vape Mudge School to the 
Provincial School nearby. At the time the Indian school, due 


admission. In the hope that the senior pupils would be admitted 
to the Provincial school the indian school continued to operate 
on a regular basis by excluding the senior group. Towards the 
end of October we were still corresponding with the Provincial 
authorities. At this time the +ndian school teacher made an 
arrangement with a Mr, D.K. Gilchrist, who was visiting the 
United Church Missionary at that point, to take the grade 7 and 

pupils in the school for two hours in the afternoon after the 
regular classes were dismissed so that they would not drop too 
far behind in their dudies. Unfortunately she did not inform 
this office of her action until December because she hoped that 
the pupils concerned would soon be admitted to the Provincial 
school. After carrying on for some time on a volurtary basis 
Mr. Gilchrist felt that he should receive some remuneration for 
his services but continued to teach until December 23rd. 


It is realized that the Department has no legal 
responsibility with regard to granting any remuneration to Mr. 
Gilchrist. It is felt however that the circumstances warrant 


the payment of one months salary at the classification of teacher, 
Grade 1 for his two months half-time service at the above

‘he difficulties experienced in obtaining help on the 
and in order that you will understand what we 
wainst in this respect, 1 wish to give you the 
g information. 


During the past summer holidays it is my intention 
to redecorate the foliowing schools: Cape Mudge, Campbell 
River and Alert Bay, and money was requested in our estimates 
for this purpose. Realizing how difficult it was goin; 
to be to obtain labor for this purpose and also supplies 
and materials, I started early in \pril to try and find 
labor that would do this decorating with the result that 
up until the end of July I had been unsuccessful. I 
finally appealed to the Cape Mudge school teacher's 
husband and as a last resort he agreed to ao it. 


It is not a question, insofar as this office i: 
concerned, of leaving matters over, but, rather, our 
inability to get help. There is no use in ording material 
until such times as we know the labor can be obtained. 


It is my intention to try and have the Campbell 
River and Alert Bay schools decorated during the Christmas 
holidays, as both schools require it, and at that time 1 
may be able to sbtain tne services of an Indian who is 
temporarily home from the fishing grounds.
